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WOMEN’S SUFFRAGE IN 
CANTON. 


Free Fight in Provincial 
Assembly. 


Led by moré than ten re- 
presentatives, 700 women invaded 
the Provincial Assembly yester- 
day afternoon, (says ‘the Canton 
Timex) when the bill authorising 
the election of district magistrates 
by the different districts was haing 
discussed by the Assembly in 
seasiou. When some of the 
Assembly-men suggested — the 
revision. of the draft of the bill 
before further discussion, the 
women invaders urged that a 
clause should be added granting 
the women the right to vote in the 
election’ of district magistrates. 

Through some misunderstand- 
ing, wlien a certain Assemblyman 
declared that the women repre- 
sentatives were interfering with 
the meeting of the Assembly, a 
fight ensued between the women 
and some of the Assemblymen 


with the result that ink pots and | 


writing brushes were flying 
through the air. All at once the 
whole building was in disorder 
and the 700 women who waited 
outside while their representa- 
tives were fighting for the 
cause of women suffrage inside 
of the building, tushed 
in and joined in the fight. The 
result was ‘that several of the 
suffrage leaders were injured and 
knocked unconscious on the floor. 

After the storm in the -Pro- 
vincial Assembly had subsided, 
the suffragettes muirched to the 
Military Government and begged 
to have an audience with Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen who came out to the 
guest room to meet them. The 
whole story of what: happened 
at the Assembly was told and 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen declared 
that he deeply sympathised with 
their cause. They were urged by 
and to-continue their work for wo- 
mensuffrage. He informed them 
that he greatly approves of women 
suffrage and considers it only 
just that women should not be 
denied the right to vote.

Dr Sun Yat-Sen Again 
Active. 


News comes through - from 
Canton to. the -«ff-ct that the 
political situation there is rapidly 
Somtae. to ahead, and that acrisia 
may be expected shortly. 

Dr. Sun Yat-sen, it ia said, is 
entering wholslieartedly into the 
movement for the ‘es’ ablishinent 
of a separate Southern Republic, 
with himself at-.the hoad of 
affairs as President. The cam- 
paign is now in full swing, and 
Chinese: merchants who are 
meinbers of Dr, Sun's party have 
been ‘instructed to support the 
movoment by wiring to other 
centres approving of the scheme. 
Further, it is reported that Dr. 
Sun bas declared that he will 
stand by Kwangtung even to the 
point of giving up ‘his Jife, and 
that he wif! under no circum. 
stances feave the South, 


Recently, official notices have 
been displayed seeking recruits 
for a new Army which Dr. Sun is 
said to be creating. These notices 
have béen posted up by soldiers, 
seven of whom were arrested 
about a fortnight ago by 
Chan King-ming. - These, men 
were later demanded by the 
Military Government and have 
since been dismissed from the 
Army.

HOW SHIPPING TRADE . 
i IS “MILKED.” , 
- Immense Losses of Cargo. 

A. ‘letter to the Press from 
Lord Incheapo drawing attention 
to the extraordinary amount of 
loas of goods that goes on in the 
London Docks his lordship quotes 
an estimate that it amounts to 
£3,500,000 a year—is fo'lowed by 
further ovidence of the losses 
sustained by shipping companies. 

The seoretary of tho Shipping 
Federation said :— 

“Pilfering goes on not only in 
the docks; even at soa a ship can 
be swept clean by thieves, Ships’ 
stores and fittings and passengers 
belongings can all disappear and 
be sold in foreign ports.” 

’ According to the manager of 
one of the most important lines, 
thefts at sea are “immense,” 

“We find that the thioves. are 
most anxious to steal the ship's 
linen,” he said. “Just recently 
Thad to expend £2000 in replac- 
ing linen alone lost on one 
journey, 

Another heavy item in our 
losses. due to. theft ia cutlery, 
The renewals for that in one 
voyage runs into hundreds of 
pounds, 

“Some of these things may be 
taken by the passengers. A lady 
may pack her boots in a pillow- 
slip to prevent them soiling arti- 
cles of wear.

“T eee that Lord- Inchcape 
attributes tho thefts very largely 
to the inferiority of the ‘stewards, 
and raisea tho question of their 
overtime payment. 

“The lack of loyalty among 
tho stewards is certainly not due 
to low wages, . 

“Qn the same rotind trip on 


which ‘the Jinen. was lost the

TYPICAL EXAMPLES, . 

The enormous losses in ships 
cargo are another aspect of the 
extraordinary and widespread dis- 
honesty and carelessness in our 
shipping trade. 

“Here isan incident in con- 
nection with ono of our ships,” 
saida director of anothor largo 
firm, which took place at New 
York, - i 

"Six casos of machinery ‘for 
shipment were lying on the quay 
for soveral days, A Customs 
officer noticed that a corner of 
one of the cases was surrounded 
by flies. 

“Knowing that there should 
be no flies in machinery he had 
the case opened, and found it full 
of stable manure. He opened 
the other five cases, and in each 
found stable manure instead of 
machinery, . 

“One of our'ships arrivedin India 
with cases of new motor tyros of 
a well-known make. Tho cases 
arrived intact, but when they 
were opened. it was discovered 
that in every one of them old 
worn-out tyres of various makes 
had been substituted for the new 
tyres, . 

RUBBISH EXOHANGED FOR GOLD. 

“There ia e touch of humour 
in the consignee’s statement that 
‘such substitution must hava 
taken place on board ship,’ as if 
we carried stocks of tyres on 
board our boats! 2 

These examples. support what 
is now ‘the opinion of most of the 
shipping firms in London, that 
thefts are committed before the 
gools are stowed and usually 
bofore they reach the dock. 

“ Recently @ case supposed to 
contain gold and silver goods was 
found on arrival to be filled with 
rubbish. The bottom had been 
very cleverly cut. out and the 
goods abstracted in that way. 
Tho case had been under lock and 
key throughout the whole voyage, 

“Other examples. A case of 
shirts was found to contain wood 
shaving. tAn iron bound case was 
emptied by having a panel neatly 
cut out of the bottom corner.

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A CHINESE EXPERIMENT. 


After having been forgotten in Europe for these last 
hundred years, Fourier appears to have found disciples iti 
China. ‘The feature of this pioneer Socialist's system was 

“the Phalange. a mimature commonwealth, with agriculture 
as the chief occupation, Excellent in principle, it split, as 
soun as put into practice even in a small way, upon the 
rock of human perversity. ‘Tle experiment not only broke 
down in Vourier's own country .Qvhere perhaps it was 
handicapped by insuflicient, funds), but was no more 

- enduring when transplanted to America, where numerous 
commuiities of the kind sprang up in the space of a few 
years.and vanished with corresponding celerity. Consider- 
ably discussed at the time, Fouricrism has no advocates 
among present-day Socialists in the West, but it has fougd 
a believer in the prefecture of Canton. At least the 
scheme of Mr. dIsu Mav-chun has features in common 
with it. ; 

Mr. Usu is a Christian and a social idealist.. Before 
the Revolution he went about with a hidden pair of scissors. 
By the aid of this instrumeit. he whisked off. queues with 
the adroitness’ of a Dyak whisking off heads—whether 
from resentineiit at this token of the Manchu domination 
or from hygienic motives is not quite clear; but evidently 
Mr Hsu is an cnergetic reformer. Ue has’ now 
decided to use his ancestral lands as a_testing-ground. 
The regulations of the connnunity, which is designated 
the Public-Good Village, suggest -that Mr. “Hsu — is 
inviting other possessors of ancestral lands to co-operate, 
as Art. I] of the constitution announces that: the object 
is “to unite the rich and poor in establishing this 
village.” All private property and-ancestral land, houses, 
and goods are to become public property, which will be 
used to improve agrecultural methods and to raise cattle 
and manufacture govds, “so that clothing, food, and 
housing may be ample for all.” Apparently there will be 
no need for any currency, or.at any rate for specie, which 
we rather think was a feature of the original Fourierism. 

: The organisation will see after its members from the 
cradle to the grave, as the manifesto proceeds to enunciaie : 
~ By using this plan there will be no ‘loafers nor unused 
land. Babies.will. be nursed, the youths instructed, the 
able-bodied will toil, the aged will be .cared for, the .sick 
healed, the dead buried, and so Civilisation will be 
established and the spirit of Peace and Joy will be such as 
to reproduce the Will of Heayen upon Earth,” - All this is 
surely highly commendable, and everybody will be glad to 

: Bee the organisers realise the Will of Heaven upon Earth, 
Unfortunately, man is such a curious being that there is no 
~ telling what he will do—or refuse to do. For instance, 
:the admirable prospectus from which we have just quoted 
- postulates that “the able-hodied ‘will toil.” But suppose 
that some of the able-bodied will not toil, which is just one 
-of the things that have brought previous ventures of the 
_kind to grief if our reading of events be correct. In an 
ideal community you may not use force or starvation. Cut 
off luxuries?. The ideal community. would not countenance 
vulgar luxuries, and such a delinquent would hardly feel 
it as a privation to be excommunicated from, say, the fine 
arts. Not that one would wish to throw cold water on the 

roject, which in its general principles has a commendable 
look; especially as Mr. Heu, unlike Fourier, preserves 

‘marriage. Social reformers will be interested in seeing 
whether this scheme of ‘life proves more suited to the 
Chinese character ‘than it has‘ done to the European and 

iwerican, ‘

Child Labour Commission. 


Those who havo heen agitating 
for the enactment of factory 
leyislation in Hongkong will bo 
glad to know that H. E£. the 
Governor has appointed a Com- 
mission for the purpose of enquir- 
ing into the conditions of the 


*lindustrial employment of children 


and the oesirability and feasibility 
of legislation for the regulation of 
such employment. The names of 
the Commissioners suggest the 
probability that the resultant 
report on the subject will be such 
as tocommand widespread respect. 
The Chinese. are well represented 
by Mr. Li Ping and Mr. Chow 
Shou-son; Dr. McKenny will be 
able to give valued opinions on 
the matter from the public health 
oint of view; whilst Miss 
and the Rev. H. R. 
Wells, as Europeans who have 
been brought into close touch 
with Chinese children, will be 
able to bring forward much 
information of value. The 
Secretary for Chinese Affairs is, 
by virtue ‘of his position, 
Chairman of the Commission; 
and he is a man who may be 
counted upon to look at the 
question from the practical and 
common-sense point of view. It 
is a difficult problom with which 
the Commissioners have to deal, 
but we- shall all await their 
findings with a feeling that they 
will steer clear of © extreme 
sentimentulity on the one side 
and any encouragement of the 
heartlegs exploitation of child 
labour on the other. . 


A Peculiar Disease. 


The other day we hada tele- 
gram reporting the continued in- 
cidence of excephalitics lethargica 
commonly, called sleeping sick- 
ness, Latest Home papers to 
hand show that the disease has 
made its appearance in. various 
parts of the country, but that 
there are no indications of the 
malady’ developing into an 
epidemic. A striking feature 
about the cases which havo been 
recorded within the past yoar or 
so is that a large number have 
aot shown the lethargic symptoms 
which were at first characteristic 
of the disease, but very often 
presented .aymptoms of excit- 
ability. Sleeping sickness is a 
mialoading name to apply to the 
disease, as there is a totally 
different disease which occurs in 
in the Tropics, to which the name 
has already been applied, and 
also because’ the name conveys 
an erroneous impression of the 
prominent symptoms of the dis- 
ease in its present form. Indeed, 
the disease has beon baffling 
medical authorities, though there 
are, happily, evidences that by: 
degrees it is baing overcome.

A ‘good grand could’ not be 
purchased at much less than £200, 
‘ “The cheapest British uprights 
on the market just now are about 
£80,” o % 

At the present moment German 
pianos are being imported into 
this country at the rate of about 
500 a month, In November the 
official returns showed that 4y8 
upright pianos were imported. 
ach one’ of these instruments 
would cost the dealer about £60. 

The general public, commented 
another piano merchant, do not 
realise ‘how much it costs a 
dealer to import.a German piano. 
All musical instruments imported 
have to meet a tax of 3314 por 
cent. tothe British Government, 
not only on the invoice price, but 
also on the packing caso, carriage, 
and insurance. - . 

The ‘dealer has to pay all 
expenses on the piano from the 
time it leaves -the factory ‘in 
Germany until it arrives here.

Since 1914 the death sentonce 
has beon commuted in no less 
than 89 per cent. of the cases in 
which it was passed.

In April, 1919, the aggregate 
years of ponal servitude to be 
served were 2297.

In addition, 34 cases of penal 
servitude were commuted to im- 
prisonment, and therefore now 
free: 88 sentences of penal ser- 
vitude were commuted to deten- 
tion, and the men released. 

-Betweon April 30, 1919, and 
December 31 last year, 2175 
soldiers were released from deten- 
tion, including some 800 to 1000 


[men who were serving terms of 


imprisonment when the Armistice 
was declared, whose sentences 
were commuted to detention. 

There are to-day no men 
undergoing sentence of imprison- 
ment for military offences. - 

Of ‘the. 63 cases of pena 
servitude now in prison, 34 are 
due for releaso’ before June this 
year, and 23 before June next 
yoar. 

This result is in no small 
measure due to the driving 
energy of Mr Winston Churchill, 
who has given this suject the 
closest personal attention. The 
case of every soldier has, since 
tho Armistice, been reviewed at 
least three times, 

Now that the final review has 
been made, every case has been 
marked for the date of release, 
and the soldier told when that 
day will be. 

But what every soldier docs 
not know is that his papers 
are also marked with a“ Bring 
Forward” date, a year or even 
six months prior to the date of 
which he bas been notified, and 
that if his behaviour is then 
found to have been satisfactory, 
further consideration’ will 
given to his case with a view to 
his immediate release. ~ 

Under the Suspension of Sen- 
tences Act, it is estimated, at 
least 50,000 soldiers benefited, 
and in a very large percentage 
of- cases the death sentence 
would have been carried out.
